This man is called a cow 
tester, visits each member fur one 
day cad i month. 
On that day he 
keeps a milk record, a fat record, 
and a feed record, on each cow.

for 
the 
month, and by that means the test­ 
er figures the total amount of milk 
and butter fat produced by each cow 
for Hie month and also the quantity 
of 
feed 
consumed, 
This 
work 
is 
carried on for a y< ar, when the a s­ 
sociation 
may again 
be organiz'd. 
Belonging to a cow testing asso­ 
ciation is helpful 
in 
many 
other 
ways. 
(Blite often the cow tester 
can suggest changes in the ration 
which will effect a large saving in 
the feed bill. 
Numerous member s 
of present associations have stated 
th a t they received 
enough 
value 
from the association work during the 
first mo nth to pay the expense of the 
association for the entire year.
